Discussion is now prevalent 
among 


.senators at Washington who arc noted 
for their ability in the legal lines, as to 
the effort* being put forth by the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor to have drafted 
y. law which will prevent any further in- 
terference of federal courts with 
la.bor 


strikes wherein injunctions at the federal 
courts are concerned. 


It is asserted on the part of eminent 


lawyers tha,t there is grave doubt a* to 
the possibility of congress or of others to 
so frame a law as will secure the ex- 
emptions of labor organizations from the 
operations of civil courts, a.t least so far 
as the. Issuance of injunctions are con- 
cerned. 


Among the opinions is that of Senator 


Quffirle.s, as given in the Chicago Record 
Washington correspondence uf Feb. Kith. 
It is as follows: 


"The federal court is the creature of 


and derives aJl ils jurisdiction from the 
constitution and the federal statutes" 
remarked Senator Quaj'lcs of Wisconsin, 
one of the ablest lawyers in congress. 
''So far as jurisdiction is conferred by the 
constitution it is put beyond the power 
of congress, but so far as it depends-iipon 
statutes its authority ran be modified, 
changed or taken a.way at the pleasure 
of congress. I have great dout»t whether 
the federu.1 courts could be 50 crippled by 
congressional enactment as to 
deprive 


them of the equitable jurisdiction which 
underlies the granting of an injunction. 


"The constitution gave us three coor- 


dinate branches of government — tlie leg- 
islative. executive, and judicial — each to 
a certain, degree independent of the other, 
with well defined jurisdiction 
and 
au- 


thoritv- 
It would bo a.s impossible for 


congress to take away from the courts 
any of the rights conferred in- the consti- 
tution as it would 'bo for the courts to 
deny that congress had certaiu rights 
eonJerred in .the . constitution. 
It is a 


part of tiie old, well established and long 
recognized .jurisdiction of the courts to 
issue injunctions, and 5t cannot be im- 
paired by congress. The structure of our 
government is such that the legislative 
must not infringe upon the judicial, the 
integrity of each of the coordinate bran- 
ches must be preserved, and if the legis- 
lative branch had the right £o infringe 
upon, narrow, limit: or wea.kei) the au- 
thority of the judicial branch 'a. deplora- 
ble condition would result. One; id a 
check upon the other. 


Should we enact a, law restricting the 


exercise of injunctions by federal courts,1' 
continued Senator Quaxlop, "I. am posi- 
tive thai the supreme court, zealously 
guanling the 
rights 
of the judicial 


branch, would declare it unconstitution- 
al Congress would certainly resent in- 
terference by federal courts in the dis- 
charge of its duties as defined in the 
joiiititution, and the courts as zealously 
guord theii' prerogatives. As I 
have 


stated. I believe It is beyond the power 
of congress to take a.way or impair the 
right of injunction by federal courts, and 
I would he surprised if any scheme can 
be suggested that will result in legisla- 
tion in that direction that would stand 
inspection. The right to unjoin cannot 
bo interfered with to the. extent of cur- 
tailing contempts committed in .the pres- 
ence of the court. Amendments may be 
•suggested to existing'staitutes relating bo 
injunctions., but even then I do not see 
how the object c«.n bo accomplished."

.it a. parity with it, and that Treasury 
notes und greenbacks shall be redeemable 


in gold.. 


The secretary of the treasury is to set 


apart H fund of 8150,000,000 in gold for 
the nKlemp-tion of these' notes, and to 
maintain this fund at a. ligure not below 
$100,000,000 ho is empowered to 
sell 


bonds of tin; United Slates bearing in- 
terest at not exceeding 8 per cent. 


It BUII.H also be the duty of the secre- 


tary of the treasury as fast OH standard 
silver dollars are coined to ret.iro an equal 
of treasury notes nnd to issue silver cer- 
tificates against the'silver 
eo coined.

who sleeps in the room adjoining the 
station offiee.aroufied by the shots, sprang 
out of bed and started into the office- 


As soon as he appeared in the doorway 


one of the soldiers opened fire oil him 
Blacker dropped to his knees and at his 
first shot, the negro staggered ami ran 


out. 
closely followed by his companion 


and th« entire squad left on the run 
Stmvart was shot twice through 
the 


lungs and died n.t 7 o'clock. 


About half a block from the station 


the~dcad body of a negro, shot through 
the bresuit wan found. No arrests have 
vot-'been made.

or head crushed'through the 
glass. A 


piece of the glass,' triangle in shape, 
struck' the eye and penetrated to such a 
depth that it stuck there. Dr. Kitto was 
stunned and fell to the floor of the car 
on li!s knees. The motoniiiin heard the 
urash and run back in the car and as- 
misled the doctor on the seat. The doc- 
tor retched up and pulled tho glass from 
the eye, portions of the optic running 
down on his check. 


As soon as possible Dr. Kitto hurried 


to the St. Luke's hospital, nnd Dr. Kccch 
was called and made an examination of 
the injury. Without hesitation he said 
that the sight of the eye was cnlirely de- 
slroyed and that it might have to be re- 
moved. 


Dr. Kcech did not think the left eye 


would be affected. 


In 1SOC Dr. Kitto was obliged to un- 


dergo an operation to the eye now in- 
jured but lie almost entirely recovered. 
The injury gives him much pain and hit 
is very much cast down. It will he some 
vceks before he is o-ble to leave the hos- 
pital. 


Officials of the railway have visited 


Dr. Kitto at the hospital and arc very 
much concerned over tlio accident and 
have called a specialist from Milwaukee 
to consult with Dr. Kcech. Dr. Kitto 
is the physician for the Railway Co., and 
certainly has ft good case for heavy dam- 
ages. 


Tho doctor certainly had more than his 


share of misfortune during the past year. 
Twee lie contracted blood poisoning while 
operating on patients, the first time bare- 
ly escaping losing one of his hands and 
lie has just returned 
from 
the Hot 


Springs where lie lias been taking baths 
for the poison.

limning the car on which Dr. Kitto was 
injured, says there was no percc.ptible 
jni- when the accident occurred but pa- 
trons of the road sire fully awnre, of the 
reckless manner in which ears are run 
into curves and the sudden manner in 
which they arc stopped when running 
with lightning like speed.
